The WASVZY repeater is Known locally as THE place to go if communication gets 
rough. One of the most powerful 2@-meter systems in the Midwest, if not the 


country, our own humble repeater is in its shadouw. 


The WASVZY repeater first saw Life on May 25, 1982 (5-25-82). It was, and 


still is, supported solely by its subscribers. Bob Hawkins, its creator, 


Polished the repeater bit by bit until it reliably had a 60 mile mobile 
range. Using a GE Masterpro receiver, transmitter and P.A., the receive 
antenna is located 68Q@ feet abave average terrain, and the transmitter 
antenna up 520 feet. The E.R.P. is 400 watts, with 275 actual watts output. 
The D.C. input is a staggering SO@Qwatts. 


The best D.X. for the repeater so far is Owasso, OKlahoma! When asked about 
future plans, Bob had ta sounded excited about a link-up to the 145.19 
repeater in Cincinnati, due to be on line by the time this is printed. 


Bob hails from the Cincinnati area, where he served as a broadcast engineer 
at radio station WKRC. Presently, he is the Chief Engineer (the only ane, he 
adds) of radio station WENS. 


The characteristic tapes that used to be heard on the "S25" are not in limbo, 
Bob assures us, and are awaiting modifications in the hardware to control 
them. The problems of deliberate interference have been addressed by 
commercially built direction finding gear, and careful ears reporting what 
they hear to local F.C.C. endorsed monitors. 


What does Bob think about our repeater? "It's come a lang way in a short 
time. The most important addition would be a better antenna." Even in light 
of a tight budget, Bob still emphasized the antenna. "Save up for it," he 
recommends.
